It is this community of Protestant 


Church members that I had in mind 
in entitling this column. "Wanted 
Bftter Church Members." Statis- 
tics, as I have suggested, cannot in- 
dicate good quality, or lack of it. 
on the part of the millions of individ 
ual "Members" who make up the 
total. 


The Protestant Churches could 


not be the force they arc in the na- 
tion if there were not in their fellow 
ship great masses o fsincerc earn- 
est and devout Christians who take 
their church membership seriously 


But, 
beyond these are many who 


give little evidence of real devot- 
ion either to Christ ot the chureji. 
Many of them are actually nomin- 
al church members.whose 
names 


are on the church rolls, and who.SJ'C 
included in church statistics. 


To me it seems strange that any- 


body would join a church without n 
real" measure of Christian faith or 
an intention to give the church real 
support, other than possible finan- 
cial contributions. 


Yet, some time ago a deeply de- 


voted member of a church told me 
of the numbers received into mem- 
bership who were seldom seen in 
church attendance after 
the day of 


their reception. 


I suppose that some of these be- 


longed to some social organization, 
a "Couples" club a :: ladies aid," 
or some similar group. But that is 
hardly church membership. 


I am suggesting that such a sit- 


uation is typical and I hope it is not. 
But let anyone compare the many 
crowded churches at Easter and 
Christmas with the sparse congre- 
gations and empty pews in the same 
churches on other Sundays of the 
year! 
The 
crying 
need is for better 


church members.
